We gave in our last number a brief synop- 
sis of tlie bill, " To facilitate the transfer of 
Ileal Estate anil provide for the Registration 
of Titles.'' Like ila predecessor introdu- 
ced into the last Assembly, it is very im- 
perfect, and even compares very unfavor- 
ably with it. Instead ol facilitating die 
transfer of real estate, we believe the pres- 
ent bill will cheek it. In its present im- 
perfect state it might be scarcely fair to 
expose all its blemishes ; but there are some 
so entirely opposed to the accepted notions 
of registration that we cannot allow them to 
pass unnoticed. The whole ot the real 
estate of this colony, whether in the posses- 
sion oT the Hudson Bay Company, its other 
se | V es— the Pugot Sound Company, Fur 
Trade Brunch and Nanaiino Coal Company 

or subsequent grantees, whether alien or 

natural-born— resident or absent— will be 
affected for good or evil, by the passage of 
the proposed Act. Everybody's realty be- 
ing all'ected in one way or other, the ques- 
tion deserves a more deliberate examina- 
tion than any oilier that has yet been sub- 
mitted to the Legislature. The first glance 
however brings under notice a provision 
that can only be classed under the head of 
"jobbery." It is sufficient of itself to raise 
suspicion astothe integrity ofthebill. hear- 
ries with itaconviction that the registration of 
titles is not a question of so much import- 
ance as making a snug otlice for some legal 
hanger-on of the government. In the Vic- 
toria Incorporation bill a billet was proposed 
for the Revis.-t of votes by making him per- 
petual reviser for the town. This time 
another of the same stripe is to be provided 
for. A proper person to be Registrar must 
be appointed by the Governor: but this 
" proper person" is one " who shall be a 
barrister admitted to practice in the Su- 
premo Court." What is this but simply a 
job? No one conversant with the registra- 
tion of Real Estate would admit for a mo- 
ment that the only fit persons for Registrars, 
are barristers. Some briefless barrisler, — 
too lazy to work ; with too little sense to 
succeed in his profession: and with soarcely 
more brains than is sufficient to guide him 
from England, Canada, or Australia liere > 
is to be legislated — mark you— into an otlice, 
and this 100 at the public expense. No 
guarrantee is required of the barrister's 
fitness for the position, but being on the 
rolls of Court; and that is poor enough where 
the Judge himself is not a lawyer. But 
were he like the clergy on the rolls of the 
Court of Heaven, we discover no good rea- 
son for excluding other qualified but non 
professional persons from filling the otlice. 
The whole provision smacks of place-hun- 
ters and jobbers ; and we fear if such crea- 
tures are put in oliice, we will have good 
cause to lament the appointment. 

Were the duties devolving upon a Regis- 
trar such as would necessitate the appoint- 
ment of a banister, or were it politic — which 
we deny — to place judicial duties in rela- 
tion to the settlement of titles in his hands, 
some reasonable excuse might he otlered. fur 
excluding all others. Hut iher is no quali- 
fication required but that o I integrity, intel- 
ligence, and being a good scribe. Should 
any question arise as to the validity ol a ti- 
tle, a lease, or .111 encumbrance, either on 
the ground ol law 01 fuel.,, il should be the 
sole province of the Superior Cotnts to hear 
and decide upon its merits. I'o get a Re- 
gistiar to do ought in the mult, r except to 
record all titles, mortgages, lenses, judg- 
ments or encumbrances 011 really; make 
copies and perrWil examinations of the rec- 
ord; keep Ins Looks systematically, ami 
preserve them intact, were to open the door 
for fraud and litigation. Let ilir record— 
the history of the real estate -speak for 

itsell ; let lis validiiy or Invalidity he de- 
cided by the Courl«i nnd we see no good 

,111 to exclude honest ami capable men 
lii.iu the office of Registrar ol Deeds on the 
ground of not being u biieiluss barrister. 

The next objectionable provision direola 
the He^istiar 10 record the name ol applicants 
lor registration m one book and the descrip- 
tion of the land in another. Were the first 
book merely an Index, all very well. Hut 
the simple record ol the doaoriplion of the 

lnu.l, separated liotn the parlies, place, time, 
Consideration and bargain, is nOXl to use- 
Josh,oi, at most, a meie auxiliary— an ab- 



stract. It is a misconception of the purpose 
of a Registrar's oliice. The object of the 
public registration of deeds is ; 1. To pre- 
serve a verbatim ct literatim copy of all 
deeds, etc., so that in case the originals 
were lost, stolen, destroyed, or interpolated, 
transcripts might be obtained at the Regis- 
trar's oliice. 2. To give notice to third par- 
ties — not to first and second parties— as to 
who holds the title, or how it is encumber- 
ed. 3. Priority of record, either of title or 
encumbrance, to give nn indefeasible right 
over all deeds subsequently recorded. 

Such being the main reasons for register- 
ing real estate, it is apparent that making 
abstracts will never answer our purpose. 
Were real estate conveyed like merchan- 
dise, legal verbiage might cease ; and the 
title pass with a bill for the property re- 
ceipted. Much improvement may be made 
in the mode of conveyancing, but so far as 
the present titles are concerned, they should 
be recorded in their entirety. 



Who is to Supkuskue General Har- 
m:v ! — It has not yet been settled who is 
to supersede General Harney as command- 
er of the American forces for the department 
of Oregon. From the tenor of the letter of 
Mr. Cass to Lord Lyons (published by us a 
short time ago), wo should judge that the 
chances for General Harney's reinstatement 
are very remote, indeed. Mr. Cass dis- 
tinctly states that the action of General 
Harney in issuing his instructions to Capt. 
Pickett had been " read by the President 
with surprise and regret." And adds : " A 
strict inquiry will also be instituted into the 
conduct of General Harney, with a view to 
adopt such measures on the subject as may 
be found necessary; and for this purpose he 
has been recalled from his command." As 
we do not believe General Harney will be 
able to satisfactorily expla ; u his reasons for 
superseding the orders of Major General 
Scott, he will not be allowed to resume his 
command; and another officer must, of 
course, be sent out. Who thai officer will 
be, we are not prepared to say ; but we hear 
hints at the probable appointmentof General 
Johnson, of the Utah army, lo the honorable 
position. 

Foreigners Voti.vo. — The Obstructives 
succeeded so well in inducing colored for- 
eigners to vote for them last election, that 
we need not wonder at some scheme to en- 
trap them again. The propriety of all for- 
eigners on the assessment roll voting is now 
under grave consideration. The Assembly- 
adjourned to go to church on it to-morrow. 
What will be the upshot of the affair, who 
can tell ? We have no doubt but we have a 
large body of intelligent foreigners who 
would use the franchise well ; at any rate 
they could not do worse than the last batch 
who voted. 

An Eye to Business. — A Nova Scotian, 
a dealer in grindstones, lias prepared a 
specimen of his wares for presentation to 
the Prince of Wales ! One side of the 
stone bears this pregnant legend : " For the 
Prince of Wales, Our Hopeful King, 1860." 
On the other side is the business card of the 
donor. The enterprising individual has 
been most unmercifully lampooned by the 
Halifax papers for his enterprising turn, 
and we think it a direct insult— an insinua- 
tion, in fact, that His Royal Highness has 
"1111 axe to grind" by his visit to the Prov-

Rock Creek Supplies.— There arc good 
reasons to believe that when the Dewdney 
trail from Hope to Similkameen is complet- 
ed, that it will be impassable from snow 
during a portion of the winter. Should the 
Rock Creek country turn out as well as we 
expect, traders will have to supply them- 
selves with merchandize several monlhs 
ahead. Mining localities in California, such 
as Laporte, Forest City and Gibsonville 
have to do the same thing by laying in win- 
ter stocks in the fall. From whatever quar- 
ter winter supplies may be drawn, whether 
from Hope or the Dalles, they will have to 
be lorwarded soon, or else stocks there will 
be very limited; and an exodus will occur. 
Our market, when the trail closes, will there- 
fore receive no benefit from the Rock Creek 
mines till the spring opens again. 

New Westminster Taxes. — Absentee 
lot-holders in New Westminster rather dis- 
like the rate of taxes imposed by the City 
Council. Two per cent, on a high valuation 
they think is a little too much of a good 
thing. Residents, however, differ; and in- 
tend that those who expect to reap the bene- 
fit should bear their share of the burdens. 
On the 20th September the Council will sit 
as a Board of Equalization. So all those 
who own property, and are taxed too high 
or too low, should govern themselves ac- 
cordingly, or forever hold their peace.

More About Rock Creek. 
We hud the following highly encouraging 
letter in the Port Townsend Northwest, from 
Seattle, which speaks in glowing terms of 
the new mines. It will be seen that the 
l'ony Express purposes making the trip in 
ten days. The trip Irom Fort Hope lo the 
mines is made regularly in half that tunc 
by the Pony Express : 

Seattle, Sept. 3d, 1800. 
Editor Northwest: — The pack train of L. 
V. Wyckofi' arrived here yesterday Irom 
Hock Cieek, making the trip in 1-1 days. 
Mr. Wyckoli brought in some '20 letters, all 
confirming the statements heretofjre re- 
ceived, as to the extent of the gold district. 
He slates that there is no doubt but what 
Ihey are extensive ; he also brought some 
lines ounces of gold dust which can be 
seen at the slore of Pliimmer & Hinds. Ho 
biought 8U cents in gold that his parly 
washed out of fourteen pans of dirt on Sol- 
dier Gulch, a branch of tho Wenachee. He 
left Mr. Foster and others who had located 
on the creek and were preparing to work 
when he left. 

A letlor received hero from Mr. E. 
Richardson from Soldier's Gllloh, states that 
ho had good diggings on Iheguloh, ami in- 
tended to remain Ihere untii ho gets his 
pile; it is about 130 miles from this place ! 

Also, a letter received here by the Hon. 
A. A. Denny from the " Yreka boys " on 
Pack Creek, they Male that there were 
ru'ii making from $50 to $100 per day to 
(be man, but that was not a general thing. 
Laborers' wages were from 94 to $6 per day, 
ami board. They sent some specimens to 
Mr. Denny, which wus coarse gold, and one
